A  complete  key  to  all  the  symbols  employed,  maybe  found  iu  pp.  126,  128,  tabularly 
arranged.  For  tbe  English  language  in  particular,  it  is  only  necessary  to  observe,  that 
k,  q,  x,  are  rejected;  that  s,  c,  g,  are  always  pronounced  as  in  scape-yoat;  and  that  the 
remaining  consonants,  b,  d,f,  h,j,  I,  m,  n,  p,  r,  t,  v,  w,y,  z,  have  their  most  usual 
English  significations ;  the  vowels  <-?,  a,  e,  i,  o,  u,  are  to  be  pronounced  as  in  pane, 
pan,  pen,  pin,  'pon,  pun.

The  reader  will  know  the  place  of  the  accent  in  every  word,  if  he  will  only  observe 
that  when  no  accent  is  written,  he  must  place  an  accent  in  reading — 

1.  On  the  last  syllable  but  one  of  all  dissyllables,  and  of  all  words  whatever  ending 

in  ic  or  ics,  or  having  an  f,  a  j,  or  a  y  immediately  before  their  last  vowel  or 
diphthong,  or  containing  any  one  of  the  letters  s,  a,  ii,  q,  o,  o,  ui,  ii,  o,  j,  o,  or  y, 
in  their  penultimate ; 

2.  And  on  the  last  syllable  but  two  of  all  other  words. 

These  rules  apply  to  all  words  introduced,  English  or  foreign,  with  the  sole  exception 
of  Erench,  in  which  language  no  syllable  receives  an  accent.
